11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the library. 


12. To choose lbrary trustee to serve for three 
_ years. 


13. To see if the town will vote not to have a 
liquor agent. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the purpose of widening 
and straightening the walks in the cemetary at Milan. 


15. To see if the town will vote to exempt from 
taxation for a term of ten years a grist mill and butter 
factory combined, with the necessary machinery, or 
either one single, or a lumber or shingle mill, if built 
by responsibly parties during the year 1899, in the vil- 
lage of West Milan.
